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Report Of The Moderator 


Your Moderator assumed his duties 
a year ago, at a time when our Confer- 
ence was without executive leadership. 
Dr. James Lightbourne Jr. had resigned 
at the end of 1965 to assume the posi- 
tion of Conference Minister of the 
Southern ‘Conference of the United 
Church of Christ. Dr. Jesse Dollar, who 
had served for several months as in- 
terim Superintendent, found it impos- 
sible to continue in this service. There- 
fore, the burden of oversight of the 
Conference office devolved upon the 
Moderator until our new leader could 
assume his duties. Special thanks are 
due to Mrs. Wilmer McCord of the 
Conference office, for her experienced 
and devoted assistance in all the Con- 
ference affairs during this period. 


From June 1-3, 1966, your moderator 
shared in the Consultation on Church 
Development in Greensboro, N. C.,, 
where leaders of the Southeast Con- 
ference and of the Southern Conference 
met with staff members of our United 
Church Board for Homeland Ministries 
to discuss needs and strategies for pro- 
gress in our area. 


The Personnel Committee, under the 
able leadership of Rev. Arnold Slater, 
had been laboring for some time to 
find the best possible replacement for 
Dr. Lightbourne. We have been most 
fortunate in the selection made by the 
committee and approved by the Con- 
ference last year. Dr. William J, Andes 
assumed his duties as Minister and Su~ 
perintendent of our Southeast Confer- 
ence in July of last year. 


Another achievement of great value 
for our Conference has been the secur- 
ing of Rev. Miss Emilie Pitcock as our 
Minister of Christian Education and 
Youth Work. The educational and 
youth program of our churches has al- 
ready shown steps in growth and pro- 
gress under her leadership. 


The sale of one parsonage and the 
purchase of two others have been 
among the important steps taken by 
your Board of Directors during the past 
year, Since Dr. Andes preferred to pur- 
chase his own house in Atlanta and re- 
ceive a housing allowance instead of 
using the former Conference parsonage, 
steps were taken to find a suitable buy- 
er for the house which Dr. Lightbourne 
and his family had occupied. It has 


taken most of the year to complete this 
matter, but the sale has now been made 
at the price of $23,500. In the mean- 
time, a parsonage was purchased in 
the Bonanza community, south of At- 
lanta, for $23,300, for the use of Rev. 
and Mrs. Floyd Carmack, and another 
house was purchased in South Mont- 
gomery for Rev. and Mrs. John Martin 
for $21,000. 


Your Moderator has presided at the 
meeting of the Conference Directors on 
July 7th, of the Executive Committee 
on December 10th, and the Directors 
again on February 21st of this year. 
Your ‘Mioderator expresses his deep ap- 
preciation to all who have served on 
the Board and the Executive Commit- 
tee, and to the members and chairmen 
of all commissions and Committees of 
the Conference who have proven faith- 
ful and efficient in their work. 


One of the important events of the 
year has been the Ministers’ Convoca- 
tion held at Camp Calvin, January 23- 
25, 1967. Rev. Edward M. Brown serv- 
ed as Chairman on Arrangements. The 
speakers for the Conference were: Rev. 
Horace Sills of the Board for Home- 
land Ministries, Mrs. F. C. Lester of 
the Council for Lay Life and Work, 
and Dr, Harold N. Skidmore of the 
United Church Pension Boards. 


An important decision which must 
be made by the time of our Annual 
Meeting will be where to relocate the 
Conference office after Central Church’s 
building has been transferred to its 
buyers. Central Church of Atlanta has 
offered the Conference space in the 
house which is located on the property 
at 2684 Clairmont Road, NE. The rental 
for this has been suggested at $150 per 
month, The Clairmont Road location 
is very close to the Clairmont Exit of 
the Northeast Expressway in Atlanta, 
and is easily reached from all direc- 
tions. Your Moderator hopes that the 
Conference will approve this suggested 
place for its future offices, 


The General Synod of the United 
Church of Christ will be meeting at 
Cincinnati, Ohio, June 23-28, 1967. 
Your Moderator is one of our Confer- 
ence delegates to this Synod meeting. 
The other delegates are Mr. Hubert

With Lay Life and Work also includ- 
ed, there have been meetings with As- 
sociation committees where such ex- 
ist, planning with the Conference Com- 
mission on Lay Life and Work, and 
helping local churches to interpret the 
lay person’s role in the total church. 

Plans are now underway for sum- 
mer camp and Conference programs, 
for lay leaders’ meetings, and for in- 
creased momentum in leadership train- 
ing both of youth and adult leaders of 
children, youth and adults.

Conference Minister 


A year has slipped quickly by since 
‘being elected Conference Minister of 
the Southeast Conference. This has been 
a year of learning on my part — lo- 
eating the churches, discovering rou- 
tine of the office, planning meetings, 
such as Association meetings, in which 
I had not been before, attending na- 
tional meetings, bumping up against 
problems for which there seemed to be 
no solutions, and, most of all, seeking 
the help of the Holy Spirit while work- 
ing in this new ministry. A word of 
thanks goes to all of you who have 
been so gracious and helpful, 

This Conference needs to face some 
of its problems and seek some solu- 
tions. How can we cover seven states 
and try to minister to 127 churches in 
those states? Where can you find 
enough ministers? Worse yet, how 
could you find an adequate salary for 
them if you found them? Can our 
churches face the social problems of 
the day and not be satisfied with 
“preaching once a month?” Can God 
speak to us? How can we change the 
trend downward — a decreasing num- 
ber of churches, a decreasing member- 
ship, and a decrease in Our Christian 
World Mission giving? 

This year, 72 churches gave a total 
of $47,623.92 to Our Christian World 
Mission, of which $11,656.33 went to 
National Instrumentalities for work 
around the world. 

This year, 68 churches sent in their 
Year Book reports, reporting $409,757.- 
13 in current expenses and a total of 
7,668 members. This means 61 churches 
just didn’t bother to send in any kind 
of a report, 

The year ahead is unknown as far 
as success or failure is concerned. One 
thing is certain, however — our Lord 
has work for us to do.

The Commission on Church Exten- 
sion met in the Conference office in 
Atlanta, on January 14, 1967. The en- 
tire period of the meeting was consum- 
ed in the discussion of the various aid- 
ed situations within the Southeast Con- 
ference.

Some thirty miles South of Atlanta, 
bordering the South Expressway, is the 
new community called Bonanza, This 
is a totally new community and is de- 
signed to be a self-contained city, Pre- 
sently, there are over 100 homes in this 
development. The United Church of 
Christ is there and, as something new 
for us in the Southeast at least, we are 
there first. We have purchased a three~ 
acre church site, a fine parsonage, and 
we have an organizing minister in resi- 
dence, Services are being held in the 
Administration building, and on Easter 
Sunday, there were 107 people present 
for the regular Sunday morning ser- 
vice. A Church School has been organ- 
ized, and teacher training courses have 
been conducted. We are on the way to 
having a fine new church in the me- 
tropolitan area of Atlanta. It is to be 
a community church to serve all the 
people. Your chairman would like to 
express appreciation to our Conference 
Minister, Dr. Andes; our Minister of 
Christian Education, the Rev. Miss Em- 
ily Piteock; Dr. J. Edmund Lippy of 
the Board for Homeland Ministries; and 
all others who have had a part in mak- 
ing this good start toward a new church 
a reality.

Commission on Church And Ministry 


Because of the illness of the chair- 
man of this Commission, the undersign- 
ed was requested to serve as acting 
chairman during the remainder of the 
Conference year. 


The Commission met on the after- 
noon and evening of February 20, 1967, 
in Atlanta, and had fruitful discussion 
of many matters related to the welfare 
of our churches and ministers. The fol- 
lowing matters were discussed and are 
herewith brought to the Conference for 
consideration, All of these matters were 
presented to the Board of Directors at 
its meeting on February 21 and receiv- 
ed favorable consideration. 


1. The Annuity Fund for Ministers 


It is of the greatest importance that 
all of our churches and pastors make 
every effort to see that our pastors 
are enrolled in The Annuity Fund. This 
involves payments by church and pas- 
tor, a combined payment each year 
equal to 11% of the pastor’s salary, so 
that at retirement the pastor and his 
family would have some income to as- 
sure their physical security. Through 
the Board of Ministerial Relief, there 
is available a sum of $100 for the first 
year dues of each pastor, provided the 
balance of the first year dues and the 
second year dues are paid by the pas- 
tor and church. Generally, the 11% is 
paid one-half by the church and one- 
half by the pastor, though most church- 
es are paying the full 11%. 


2. The Health Insurance Program 


Through the Department of Church 
and Ministry, a Group Medical Hospi- 
tal Insurance policy with very gener- 
ous benefits is available to each of the 
Conferences in the General Synod. 
Each Conference may enter the plan 
when 75% of the active ordained pas- 
tors with their churches agree to par- 
ticipate. The cost is $31.50 per quarter 
for a single pastor and $63.00 per quar- 
ter for a pastor with a family. Gener- 
ally, this is payable one-half by the 
ehureh and one-half by the minister. 
We would hope that our Conference 
might secure enough participation to 
become a part of this program. 


To assist us in this, the Board of Min- 
isterial Relief will make available 
funds over the next three years to as- 
sist ministers in this insurance program 
whose earnings are less than $5,750 


per year. If the need persists beyond 
the three years, they would consider 
continuing some aid in this. This needs 
our attention, 


3. The matter of providing ministers 
for our churches and standards for the 
ministry are of great importance to us. 
We feel that we need to make greater 
use of “Lay Ministers’ and provide 
training for such men. As a start to- 
wards dealing with this whole prob- 
lem, we present herewith a resolution 
for the consideration of the Conference. 
This resolution not only has the en- 
dorsement of the Commission, but of 
the Board of Directors. It is as follows: 

“The Commission on Church and 
Ministry recommends that the South- 
east Conference of the United Church 
of Christ, meeting in Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, April 29-30, go on record as en- 
couraging the Associations of the Con- 
ference to follow the procedures con- 
tained in the ‘Manual of the Ministry 
in the United Church of Christ’, pre- 
pared and published by the Council 
for Church and Ministry, United Chur-~ 
ch of Christ, in granting ministerial 
standing in the Associations. Special 
attention should be given to the sec- 
tion on ‘Lay Ministry’ in meeting the 
needs of churches with good Christian 
laymen who do not meet the standards 
required for full ordination. Such lay 
ministers may well be given the right 
to administer the sacraments in church- 
es or parishes where they serve as pas- 
ton and to perform the marriage cere- 
mony where the law will permit. 

“The Conference should provide co- 
pies of the above mentioned Manual 
to the Association Committee on the 
Church and Ministry.”

Communicating The Gospel 


This is the theme for the Annual 
Meeting of the Southeast Conference, 
April 29-30, 1967, in Birmingham. The 
pattern of the Conference will be to 
discuss the theme by addresses and by 
discussion groups.

This is not enough. “How Can We 
Communicate the Gospel?” if we are 
a dying church or if we are an ingrown 
church, or if we in our own generation 
do little or no communicating? Lead- 
ing the discussion groups will be Com- 
mission chairmen and other leaders of 
our Conference. Out of these groups 
must come definite plans to communi- 
eate the Gospel ‘by us in our time, 
These will be presented and hopefully 
adopted on Sunday morning in a busi- 
ness session, 


The Gospel is to be communicated 
through special leadership, called by 
the church and Conference to this min- 
istry. Saturday evening, under the lead- 
ership of the Moderator, Rev. Freder- 
ick H. Meyer, W. J. Andes will be in- 
stalled as Comference Minister, and 
Emilie Pitecock will be installed as 
Minister of Christian Education and 
Youth Work. Dr. J. E. Danieley, presi- 
dent of Elon College, will call all of us 
to a special “Commitment to Communi- 
cate the Gospel.” 


Following the business session on 
Sunday morning the Conference will 
gather as the church local and the 
church universal around the Lord’s Ta- 
ble. Hearing the music by the Indian 
Springs School chorus will prepare us 
to commune with our Lord and with 
one another, Then Dr. Danieley will 
lead us to a dedication of all that we 
have and are so that we may arise from 
the table of our Lord to go forth to 
communicate the Gospel.

“Last Supper.” This chapel is for in- 
dividual meditation or small group me- 
ditation. 

State School for Retarded Children.

Commission On Evangelism 


The Commission on Evangelism met 
three times this past year. The Com- 
mission looked realistically at the Con- 
ference and what could be done to pro- 
mote a well-rounded program of evan- 
gelism within the Conference and in 
the local churches. Some concerns of 
the Commission are: 


1, Promotion of the United Church of 
Christ within the local parish. This 
could be done by several churches to- 
gether having the newspaper carry a 
small ad about what the United Church 
of Christ is and what it is doing 
throughout the world. Churches are 
encouraged 'to use the name of United 
Church of Christ, 


2. We would suggest that each church 
plan a program of visitation at a time 
other than the time of seeking help to 
meet the church budget. An effective 
program of Lay Visitation could 
strengthen the spiritual life of the local 
church, 


3. Ministers are encouraged to have 
Confirmation Classes to train children 
and adults in what it means to be a 
member of the church, 


4. We feel a great need for this Com- 
mission to develop a Manual on Evan- 
gelism for the Conference that could 
be used by each Association and Con- 
ference along with the local churches. 


5. We would encourage each church 
to have a Commission on Evangelism 
that would work with the Association 
aud Conference, 


6. We would recommend that the 
Conference go on record as supporting 
“The Local Church in God’s Mission” 
—the emphasis of the United Church 
of Christ for 1968-69. We recommend 
that the Conference be represented at 
the meeting in Deering, N. H., July 
22-27, 1967, to study this program and 
how it could be used within the South- 
east Conference.
